Bequefts,  and  Affignments,  provided  the  true  Intent  of  the  Affignor  or 
Benefactor  be  evident  :  Alfo  the  fame  to  grant,  demife,  aliene,  leafe,  ufe, 
manage,  and  improve,  according  to  the  Tenor  of  the  Donations,  and  to 
the  Purpofes,  Trufts,  and  Ufes  to  which  they  fhall  be  feized  thereof. 
And  full  Liberty,  Power,  and  Authority  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  faid 
Truft  ees  and  Fellows,  and  their  Succeflbrs,  to  found  a  College ',  or

to  the  Youth  of  any  or  each  Denomination  :  And  above  all,  a  conftant 
Regard  be  paid  to,  and  effectual  Care  taken  of,  the  Morals  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

And  furthermore,  for  the  Honor  and  Encouragement  of  Literature, 
we  Conjtitute  and  Declare ,  the  Fellowfhip  aforefaid,  a  Learned  Faculty  ; 
and  do  hereby  give,  grant  unto,  and  inveft  them,  and  their  Succeffors, 
with  full  Power  and  Authority,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  by  their  Prefident,  and  in  his  Abfence,  by  the  Senior  Fellow, 
or  One  of  the  Fellows  appointed  by  themfelves  at  the  anniverfary  Com- 
mencement, or  at  any  other  Times,  and  at  all  Times  hereafter,  to  ad- 
mit to,  and  confer  any  and  all  the  learned  Degrees,  which  C2n  or  ought 
to  be  given  and  conferred  in  any  of  the  Colleges  or  Univerfities  in 
America  ;  or  any  fuch  other  Degrees  of  literary  Honor  as  they  mall 
devife,  upon  any  and  all  fuch  Candidates  and  Perfons  as  the  Prefident 
and  Fellows,  or  Fellowfhip,  mall  judge  worthy  of  the  Academical  Ho- 
nors :  Which  Power  of  conferring  Degrees,  is  hereby  refhicted  to  the 
learned  Faculty,  who  (hall  or  may  iffue  Diplomas,  or  Certificates,  of 
fuch  Degrees,  or  confer  Degrees  by  Diplomas,  and  authenticate  them 
with  the  Public  Seal  of  the  Corporation,  and  the  Hands  of  the  Prefid  nt 
and  Secretary,  and  of  all  the  Profeffors,  as  Witneffes,  and  deliver  them 
to  the  Graduates  as  honorable  and  perpetual  Teftimonies. 

And  furthermore,  for  the  greater  Encouragement  of  this^Seminary  o 
Learning,  and  that  the  fame  may  be  amply  endowed  and  enfranchhid 
with  the  fame  Privileges,  Dignities,  and  Immunities  enjoyed  by  the 
American  Colleges,  and  European  Univerfities,  IVe  do  Grant,  Enatl, 
Ordain,  and  Declare \  And  it  is  hereby  Granted,  EnaBed,  Ordained,  and 
Declared,  That  the  College  Eftate,  the  Eftates,  Perfons,  and  Families 
of  the  Prefident  and  Profeffors,  tor  the  Time  being,  lying  and  being 
within  the  Colony,  with  trie  Perfons  of  the  Tutors  and  Students,  dur- 
ing their  Refidence  at  the  College,  mail  be  freed  and  exempted  from 
all  Taxes,  lerving  on  Juries,  and  menial  Services  :  And  that  the  Per- 
fons  aforefaid  mall,  be  exempted  from  bearing  Arms,  Impreffes  and 
military  Services,  except  in  Cale  of  an  Invafion.

And  furthermore,  for  eftablifhing  the  Perpetuity  of  this  Corporation, 
and  in  Cafe  that  at  any  Time  hereafter,  thro'  Qverfight,  or  otherwife  thro'

and  Franchifes  herein  contained,  any  Laws  mould  be  enacted,  or  any 
jMgLtters  done  i^d  tranfafitedj  by  th/is  Corporation  contrary  to  the  Tenor 
of  this  Charter,  It  is  hereby  EnaBed,  OrAained,  and  Declafi^,  That  all 
fuch  Laws,  Acts,  and  Doings,  mall  be  in  themfelves  null  and  void  :  Tet, 
Neverthekjs,  the -fa me  mall  not,  in  any  Courts  of  Law,  or  by  the  General 
Affembly,  be  deemed,  taken,  interpreted,  or  adjudged  into  an  Avoidance, 
Defeazance,  or  Forfeiture  of  this  Charter  :  But  that  the  fame  fhall  be, 
.and  remain  unhurt,  inviolate,  and  entire  unto  the  faid  Corporation,  in
